Somebody has said, with per 


‘haps a slight exaggeration, that or 


to soldiers they are more dan 
gerous than bullets. This js be 
cause flies carry disease germs 
They feed on manure, garbage. 
uneovered food, human excrete 
and the like. They also lay their 
eggs wherever refuse of the same 
kind is found. The best way to 
keep flies away from camps is 
to destroy the places where they 
breed and feed; in other words. 
keep the camp spotlessly clean. 


For this reason the daily ‘‘po- 
licing’’ (or cleaning up) of the 


camp is a matter of first impor 
tance. You will be required to 
keep your company street free 
from even small object, bits oi 
food, and the like, which might 
attract flies or other insects. At 
least once a day a squad will be 
detailed to inspect and clean ev. 
ery square foot of space in or 
hear your living quarters. This 
is a duty which an experienced 
soldier usually performs with 
more interest and thoroughness 
than the raw recruit; for he 
more clearly realizes its import- 
ance, 

The best safguards against dis- 
ease, either in the army or out 
of it, are soap and sunshine. You 

«will be ‘required to keep every- 
“thing in the camp well scrubbed 
and well-aired. If it were not 
» vequired, you would doubtless be 
anxious to do it, anyway. .
